* Our perds in India do not diminish. E> er tinea 
the fiist symptoms c f insurrection, each mail has 
prominently displayed some noble acts of courage 
and devotion which have marked u:;c or mow iiidi- 
vi luals as the heroes of the interval. Now the 
miine of Gen. Hjtve|ocfc is on the lips of every one. 
In the short space of liueeu days, over which the 
last news extends, he has wrought wonders which 
seem to exceed all 'that has ever been lecorded of 
physical endurance and mental promptitude. 

\Vhen the news of the mutiny at Cawtipore first 
— ! transpired, he was dispatched from Allahabad to the 
I Mr M \ ' relief of that place with 1,200 European soldiers 
and i<00 Sikhs. The distance was 111) miles, through 
a country swarming v. ith insurgents, but he accom- 
plished it under a burning July sun in eight days, 
and fought four battles 0:1 his way, his op lM >nenti iu 
the last encounter numbering 13,000. With the 
loss of all their truns, the mutinee rs. Km Sahib 
lieiug at their head, hastily tied back through Cnvn- 
pore, the scene of their late atrocities, and left 
Ilavelock to reoccupy it as its undisputed master. 
A rest of two days was all he allowed himself, but 
ti:.--. were tttodays that might indeed have strength- 
ened any avenging arm, since the naked, mutilated, 
and dishonored remains, almost still warm, of about 
two hundred women and infants choking up a well 
into which they had lieen thrown upon the approach 
of our troops were here discovered, and he then 
pressed onward in pursuit of the arch-fiend. Upon 
arriving at Bithoor, Nena Sahib's stronghold, about 
eight mile3 from Cawnpore, the place was found to 
have been evacuated. All the guns were taken, its 
magazines blown up, at; 1 the palace of its master 
consigned to the tlames. 

This accomplished, Ilavelock pushed on w ith the 
view of relieving I.ueknow, abou; forty miles dis- 
tant. On the following day he a^ain fell in w ith 
Nena Sahib, 10,000 strong, and utterly routed him. 
The cruel chief, however, contrived to escape; and 
although it has been positively stated that upon this 
final retreat ho committed suicide in the Ganges, 
after having destroyed his family, the probability 
is that he is still alive , and that this stor\ r was in- 
vented solely to facilitate his night. The country 
was now clear, and Ilavelock within thirty miles of 
Lucknow. 

But here, with the last object of all his glorious 
efforts almo.-t within sight, he had to meet an enemy 
against which no coarge could prevail. Cholera ap- 
peared amoug^ his exhausted band. Encumbered 
thus with a large number of sick, as well as with a 
heavy quantity of cannon captured iu the last en- 
gagement, his further _advance was rendered for 
the moment impossible. 

Promptly he resolved to return to Cawnpore, 
which he had left garrisoned by General Neill; and 
it is w ith this disappointment that our last intelli- 
gence ends. As the distance to be retraced was on- 
ly twenty miles, and there would be a possibility of 
obtaining reinforcements on his arrival, it is hoped 
that the delay thus occasioned would perhaps not 
amount to more than a few days. But a retrograde 
movement is always depressing, and with cholera 
already raging its effect in that respect may war- 
rant strong apprehensions. To see the little" band, 
exhau-ted, like those of Thennoplyae, solely with 
the destruction of the host surrounding them, struck 
bv disease at such a moment, is indeed painful. 
" The fate of Lucknow and of its small body of de- 
fenders is still, however, believed to lie secure. 
Jung Bahadoor, the Sovereign of Nepaul, who five 
vears ago visited England, has joined our cause and 
despatched 3,000 men, who at the last dates were 
approaching that citv. These troops are hardy 
mountaineers, and although the besiegers are in 
great strength, it is hoped they will at least l>e able 
to prevent any fatal catastrophe until General Have- 
lock can arrive. 

With regard to Delhi, matters remain in statu quo. 
The mutineers hive made three more sorties with 
the usual result. They have suffered greatly, but 
our small army has likewise had its losses^ — amount- 
ing in all probablv to 500 men— chiefly owing to 
an imprudent chasing cf the mutineers back to the 
city, within range of its heavy guns. Gen. R«*ed 
is stated to have resigned the command on account 
of illness, and a later report says that he has died 
from cholera — making the third cotnmander-ia-chief 
w ho has thus been 3 wept away. Gen. Wilson is his 
successor, and he appears to be a brave and prudent 
soldier. It seems to be complained that the latter 
quality was not surhciently displayed by General 
Keed," and that our men in consequence fell need- 
lessly. For the time, the bravest men in the army 
appeared to think that our true policy before Delhi 
should be to refrain as much as possible from all en- 
counters until we w ere full « prepared for th<s final 
assault. Reinforcements were arriving daily, and 
in the minds of many another fortnight would suf- 
fice to place us in sufficient strength. It was Hav- 
elcck's intention if he could succeed in relieving 
Lucknow to abandon that place forthwith and has- 
ten on over three hundred miles to join his gallant 
and experienced band with the main force aCDelhi. 

Troops continued to arrive at Calcutta from the 
China expedition. Some were also

The festival lasts nine days, and in preparation for 
it all the few remaining native troops in Calcutta, 
even including the Governor-General's bod< -' uard 
have lieen disarmed. 

A sad disaster has occurred at a place called Ar- 
rah. tm the Sone river, near Dinapore. which is a 
station nearer to Calcutta than any at which the 
mutiny had yet appeared. Three native regiments 
at that point had unaccountably lieen still allowed 
to retain their anus. Suddenly" thev brok'! out into 
insurrection, and .100 of them were "shot down by a 
European mfmafc The remainder, mm* 
•-',000 strong, fled to Arrah, a distance of about ten 
miles. Here thete were eight Europeans whom they 
beseiged. The commander at Diuapore buUemetl] 
sent a small fore- of aliout 300 men down the river 
Sone to their rescue. These landed near the pLo e 
at nightfall, and suddenly found them -elves over- 
whelmed in an ambuscade. Two-thirds of the num- 
l>er are said to have been killed and wounded. 

TOOT the Bombay Presidency the bad news con- 
sists in the fact of a native regiment, stationed in 
the Southern Mahr.itta county, having set ■ Rnt ex- 
ample of mutiny. The disagreeable character of the 
event is lessened by thecircumstar.ee tl-at the region 
is an isolated one, and a notorious hotbed of treache- 
ry and disaffection. But it also appears ;Vi: . ■- 
spiracies have lieen discovered at Sattara and ether 
important points in the centre of the Bombay Presi- 
dency , and this has created a general termei't. The 
ringleaders have been arrested, and no great disaster 
is apprehended, the number of European troops hai - 
ing been increased by recent arrivals. The Uiquwi 
which prevails, how'ever, lessens the a' ility ot the 
Governor of Bombay to send reinforcements to 
Delhi.

Measures have been adopted bv the companv for 
raising as much as possible of the submerged ca- 
ble, and the work is to lie immediately commenced. 

The directors of the company recently commis- 
sioned three English engineers, named Mr. Penn, 
Mr. Field, and Mr. Lloyd (chief engineer of the 
steam department of the British Admiralty), to 
make a thorough examination of the cable, and all 
the appliances for submerging it, and to report the 
results with such recommendations for future guid- 
ance as they may deem advisable. These gentle- 
men, in company with Mr. Everett, the chief engi 
neer of the Niagara, performed the duty entrusted 
to them, and report that with the substitution of a 
patent self-adjusting break for that previously u- • !, 
and some modification in the paying out machinery 
there is no reason to doubt that the next attempt to 
lay the cable will be successful. 

An engineering firm have expressed their readi- 
ness to undertake to lay the cable for a stated price, 
with the aid of Government vessels, taking all the 
risk. They engage that the cable shall lie laid from 
Ireland to Newfoundland by June or July next, or 
they will claim no recompense, and will pay to the 
companv the entire cost of the cable. In the event 
of the cable being laid before June the stipulated 
price to be iucreased at so much per month for each 
month gained.

to how- much meat may be produced by feeding cer- 
tain kinds of food to ar.imals? This question is 
one of much interest, and worthv of more attention 
than has be-u given it. With the present high price 
of meats, it is a matUr of much interest to know- 
how much meat may be produced by feeding a 
bushel of corn, or a ton cf hay: and "if either, or 
both of these be fed, what quantity, and what pro- 
portion of the one to the other, outfit to lie given to 
produce the best results. From the best informa- 
tion which ths writer has lieen able to gather, it is 
•V-si'm d that, as a OOTWOT m-a-ure of food for ani- 
mals, Indian corn should be- the itas bsrd, .1 „\ that 
it possesses double the ealue of h »y bv w-i-rhr — 
tint, th nutritive value, oce uiud of corn meal is 
equal to two pounds of good hay — and that with 
good st.M'k iu fall condition, 8 pounds of corn, or its 
equivalent in other food, wil] produce one pound of 
beef, and the one-fourth less will pro-luce one pound 
of pork, w hen the auhu.-.U are fed uiid :r cover. It 
is obvious thac the. quautity of food required by an 
animal daily deoc-nds on it- weight, i:i a great mea- 
sure: and it is found that one and a half per cent, 
of the live weight of the animal, in corn or its 
equivalent auiouut in other focd, is necessary as food 
for working horses, worKing oxen, animals lieing 
'.ittened, or cws giving milk. A certain portion of 
hay, or fodder, is necessary for an animal being fed 
with corn-meal; ;.nd a bullock weighing ten or 
twelve hundred poundj live weight should not be 
fed more than three to live quarts, or ;ix to ten 
mail of MMNl daily, and the balance of his 
food should be made up* with hay. or ether green 
fodder. A larger 1 roporfion of coin or corn-meal 
than this will not lie fully digested or assimilated; 
for, when a larger quattitv of corn-meal is fed. a por- 
tion of it may Le detected in the droppings of the

By an experiment made 0:1 two lots of steers, 
each f-d thirteen months whdlyoc hay, Boussin- 
gault found the one lot averaging 955 1U. at first, 
at the end of thirteen Months weighed 2,U9o lbs. 
Increase 1,135 lbs. They consumed, per head, 15,- 
07'J lbs. of hay; and one tou of hay produced 143 
lb-, of increase of animals, or 14 lbs. of hav in- 
creased the weight of the animal 1 lb. The econd 
lot, at the commencement of the experiment, aver- 
aged S9G lbs. each; at the «->.d of 13 months, the ag- 
gregate increase was 991 They consumed, per 
head, 14,568 lbs. of hay; and one" ton of hay pro- 
duced 137 ttis. of increase weight of animals." The 
second lot of steers were not allowed salt, which the 
lirst lot got. Thus the -teers receiving salt increased 
6 tbs. more on a ton of hay than those which were 
not allowed salt, and the coat and hair ou the steer* 
having salt were much smoother and more shiuing 
than the coat of those not having had salt. 

It will be found from these aata that the steers 
consumed about 37 lbs. of hay per day, and gained 
daily about 2; f lbs. If, however, instead, of being 
confined wholly to hay, they hud been allowed a 
suitable portion of hay, or corn fodder. wiJi corn- 
meal — say 8 ttSs. corn-meal and Jl tbs. hay daily — 
it is probable tuat their g»in would have sho*"n a 
larger per cent. From the aiwve data, as per first 
lot, we have to conclude that 14 lbs. Lay, or 7 tb*. 
corn-meal, will produce one pound of lieef. There- 
fore, if we assume the price of corn 56 cents V 
bushel, or one cent.

— From 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer we clip the following in 
relation to the burning of the propeller Republic at 
Sandusky. It says: 

The flames were so furious and spread so rapidly 
that the men had barely time to get off, and a poi"- 
• who was on the wharf had no chance even 



to get his clothes. There were sixteen head of cat- 
tle on deck, whose bellowings were terrible to hear. 
A shed of the depot extending over the wharf caught 
fire and communicated the flames to the immense 
depot full of merchandise and flour. A fire compa- 
ny rushed through under the burning shed and took 
a position on the end of the pier. They were liually 
cut off from getting back by the burning ware- 
house, which rendered their position so dangerous 
that they were obliged to look out for their lives. 
The bay on one side and the fire on the other made 
their situation exceedingly perilous. One or two 
abandoned the engine early enough to run away by 
land, but the rest were obliged to take to boats" and 
escape. Tbe engine was burnt up. The loss is a 
very heavy one. The propeller was taking cargo 
for Dunkirk, and was burnt to the water's edge. 
The warehouse burned to the ground with all its 
contents. A large number of cars and several loco- 
motives were got away from great danger only by 
great efforts. The loss i.- estimated, ujioa the depot 
and goods, at hundreds of thousands of dollars. 



The Li:mm<>\- Slave Cam:. — Nearly five years 
ago, Jonathan Ummon, a slaveholder "of Virginia, 
came to this city with a number of slaves, on his 
way to Texas. His presern* became known to Louis 
Napoleon, a colored man, vigilant to protect the 
rights and redress the wrongs of his race. Louis 
immediately applied to the Superior Court for a ha- 
beas corpus, commanding "one Jonathan Lem- 
mongs, otherwise called Lemmon, and the keeper of 
a hotel at No. 3 Carlisle street," to bring the l-oiies 
of the ilaves before Elijah Paine, one of the Jus- 
tices of that Court. 

The writ was obeyed and the case argued by Mr. 
Lapaugh for Mr. Lemmon and Judge Culver for 
the slaves. A decision was rendered in favor of the 
slaves in December following and they were dis- 
charged. 

The conduct of Judge Paine was severelv com- 
mented upon; and it was further alleged that lie was 
in league with abolitionists and unfit to sit upon tbe 
bench. 

Meanwhile the slaves had taken the underground 
railroad for Canada, and were out of si^ht and out 
of reach before an apjsj.il could be taken from the 
Judge sitting at Special Term. 

Here it was supposed the matter would rest. But 



lively citv adds now to its other excitement- 
our corresi>oudcnt likens to various gregarious terrors and 
mishaps, such as bisons rushing over a precipice, aud sheep 
running throurh a hedge gap. Hut it is evident that a panic 
in New York has its redeeming features; for there are peo- 
ple there who thrive ou a panic, and can even get one up. 
It is evident, too. that a panic is well compared to a rush, 
for it has a direction, and that direction i- as gaimul to on* 
side as it Is ruinous to another. It represents a run of mo- 
ney, leaving a void at one quarter of the compass, and giv- 
ing to another rather more than its due. A |>anic is not 
m rclv a species of commercial pathelogy; it is an act of 
intention, strength, and skill, with authors, motives, vic- 
tims, and all the rest that constitutes action. Let us see, 
then, how a jiauie iu New York operates upon American 
railways and their numerous British shareholders. 

Let us suppose the British "capitalist"— generally a man 
who has earned his money ilowly and his experience still 
more slowly— alive to a few of the perils that environ A mer- 
le ..n speculation. Let him be fairly up to a pretended 
State guaranty, or an informal State guaranty with a tiaw 
in it; to the danger of rival lines, and of lines made simply 
to assist in the making of lines, which will run them when 
made; to the dauyera of management, of amalgamations 
of leases, and sales, which may or may not leave the gen- 
eral shareholder in an unpleasant position. Let the Eng- 
lishman either devote the autumn of his days and Uie rlick- 
eriug light ot hi- declining income to gaining an insight 
into these curiosities of American enterprise, or let him 
have the sense to commit a broker, who can point out these 
dangerous places on that smooth, seductive surface. Still 
there remains DM peril which hitherto has not been so ful- 
ly ilhi-trated, and w Inch many of our readers must now be 
learning to their coet. 

Railways iu the Un ted States, and a few other underta- 
kings, appear to have an unlimited power in borrowing in 
a market of which the ups aud downs are wholly beyond 
all English ideas. AH tbe great tines have been borrowing 
in the New York market on their own acceptances, and 
have done so easily, as they have generally been willing to 
pay the highest rates of interest. Our own companies have 
done pretty much the name, to their cost, but the highest 
rate of interest here is not nearly so high as there, and we 
have uot seen a great company going about from house to 
house, begging an immediate loan to pay the interest due 
on its bonds, and Lombard street crowded with simula- 
tors whose lives de]>ended on the result. 

On the first day of this month. Wall street. New York, 
was in a state of delightful excitement. "The September 
coupons on the Erie -eeoud aud third mortL-agt bonds ma- 
tured. and the. company were without, meaus to meet them 
unless tiie banks would advance SjoOU.lMi. It was not till ; 
inid-dnv that the banks agreed to do it." Had they de- : 
dined, it appears, the litde confidence left at New York I 
would have t one altogether, and it is evident that human- ) 
. . ad patriotism were allowed to sway the decision. But | 
forthisappe.il. and but for soma tender elements in the 
philosophy ol Wall street, what would have heroine ot the 
Erie shareholders, when the second and third mortgages ; 
would have to go without their interest? 

The result w as the "second and Ulird mortgages" got their j 
September couikmis. But how about the share-liolden? • 
Those of our readers who may happen to have embarked | 
their all in this company will be interested t<> hear that it 
had been a: its wits' ends to pay £100.000, and that it had 
to borrow for tho purpose on a day wheu "the best com- 
mercial paper could not be done below 12 to 15 per cent., 
and bv far the largest business was at 2 per cent, a month."

But when a railway can borrow as 
much as it please* en its own acceptances, aud when the 
rate of interest for loans is at tbe usurious rate stated above, 
it results that tin inevitable deration of a United States 
railway is to draw the money out of the pockets of the 
share-holders into that of the Wall street money lender*. 
No railway, certainly not American railway, can everyield 
profit to cover such interest; and, as the interest must be 
paid, the profit must disapi>ear. 

In fact, the best comment on this sort of transaction Is 
the value ot the shares in the market. What is a share 
worth when it becomee merely an authority to half a doz- 
en gentlemen to contract any debts they please, at any rate 
of iuteres* they may find necessary? Kadway stock, which 
was supposed to have fallen quite low enough, had gone 
down ten or twenty per cent, lower at the last date, aud 
was still goiug down. The truth is, American railways 
have lieeu burning at both ends, both on their income aud 
o:i their outgoings. The crops have not been quite so good;

The bride and bridegroom are borne 
along on a Uihter duun, or bier, concealed bv a rich 
silken canopv, and ornamented with tinsel of" ginger- 
bread work/which is brilliantly illuminated by the 
rlamlieanx carried aloft in the hands of the friends of 
the j.anies. hif ordsmeu, musicians, and nierry-au- 
drews accompany them to a public fountain, where 
they shake their nuptial robes clean of the sins of 
their youth, as the finale to the drama. 

A Missioxaky's Ai 0OOX* ok thk Indian Oit- 
urkak. — The Rev. Mr. Hay, the American mis- 
sionary in India who escaped from Allahabad, re- 
turned to Southampton from London on Saturday 
night. In London he had an interview with Sir 
Charles Trevelyan. Being oue of the first persons 
who has come "from the heart of the mutinous dis- 
tricts, and being thoroughly acquainted with the 
history aud exteut of the mutiny, and with its na- 
ture and bearings, his society has been anxiously- 
sought after, for information. 

Mr. Hay is decidedly of opinion thai Delhi will 
not be taken before November or December. He 
has visited Delhi. The fort is built after the na- 
tive fashion Hexivy guns would soon letter down 
its walls. Unfortunately the guns which we sent 
to batter them down were captured bv the rebels at 
Phiilour. When Mr. Hay left Allahabad the Eng- 
lish troop3 liefore Delhi were scarcely able to hold 
their own; although always beating the mutineers 
in every attack, they had slightly receded from 
their original positStM. It takes nearly ">0 days for 
troops to get to Delhi from Calcutta. Mr." Hay- 
thinks the news of the mutiny at Dinupore is bail 
news, because it ^iows that the communication be- 
tween Calcutta and Delhi may l»e interrupted. 
There is one thing, however, to lie considered, the 
mutineers have no guns in the neighborhood. 

Mr. Hay thinks the issuing of the greased car- 
tridges to have been a great mistake, f he intelli- 
gent leaders of the mutineers well understood that 
the greased cartridges were withdrawn, and that 
tbe government explanations were satisfactory, but 
the. illiterate natives never were convinced that the 
outrage on their religion was discontinue'!. The wri- 
ter asked Mr. Hay if he had any doubt a* t« the ul- 
timate defeat of the mutineers. He said he had not 
the slightest doubt of their defeat. Ther* ar- about 
21,000 European troops now up in the Northwest 
Provinces. The Sikhs, he believes, will be faithful; 
at least they have no sympathy with the Mahom- 
medans and Hindoos. The missionaries who were 
kil.ed in Delhi were English church missionaries. 
Mr. Hay lielieves that four of his brother American 
missionaries, with their families, dear friends of his, 
and with whom be corresponded, were massacred at 
Futtyghur. 

Mr. Hay proceeds to New York in the Arago. 

Ui ported Diei.s at Wkst Point. — The editor 
of the Rochester Democrat has seen a statement 
from a pretty reliable source, to the effect that a 
duel was recently fought between two officers at 
West Point, in which one was rather severely woun- 
ded. The other one, who had done gallant service 
in Mexico, was at once ordered off to Utah, and the 
affair was not made public. Tbe same authority is 
given for the statement that recently, while a corps 
of cadets were ordered on some special duty, the 
young men took offense at the orders of persons in 
command of the squad, and one of them rushed at 
the officer with bis sword drawn, and at once com- 
menced a furious attack. The officer stood upon his 
defense, and finally succeeded in disarming his op- 
jxment, who was all the while becoming more hot 
and rash. 

In dispossessing him of his weapon the cadet 's 
sword-arm was wounded. He retired to have his 
wound bound up, and while absent one of his com- 
rades assumed his place in the coiuliat. The wxuu- 
ded man returned and again took his sword and with 
increased violence attacked the officer, who found it 
necessary to use all his skill and vigor in parrying 
the blows of his antagonist. When the affair had 
liecome apparently one of life and death between the 
combatants, a senior officer icauic upon the ground 
und put an end to it. The cadets who participated 
in the combat were arrested, aud it was supposed 
would be dismissed. One of them, it is said, is a 
son of Gen. Jessup. 

StDUEX and BrtrtlTrr >» Dkaths. — Yesterday. 
Coroner Madden wa» called to East Poestenkill to 
hold inquests on the bodiet of Sarah Eliza Horton 
and Mary Horton, wife of Gto. P. Horton, inn-keep- 
er at this place. The circumstances attending the 
deaths, as proved before the oroner's jury, are some- 
what remarkable and affectitg. The child, about 
two months old, was left by its mother in a sound 
6leep on the bed while she went to a neighl»or's. On 
the mother's return she tent .he servant girl to the 
bed-room to take up the child. The servant girl im- 
mediately returned, and informed Mrs. Horton that 
the child* was dead. Tliii in elligence so affected 
the mother that she at on -e frothed at the mouth 
and died in M minutes. 

The child was not iu full hea th. but still was not 
considered sick. The death doubtless occurred in a 
tit. Mrs. Horton was perfectly well, and in a bet- 
ter flow of spirits than usual. 

A post mortem examination on Mrs. H. was made 
by Dr. Hull, of Berlin. Deatli appeared to have 
been produced bv a sudden congestion of the lungs.

Attorney General Black, in a recent decision, says 
that a person who claims land in California under a 
grant from Mexico, is entitled to have a patent for 
it issued from the General Land Office whenever he 
shows his claim, has been finally confirmed by the 
Commissioners of the District Court or by the Su- 
preme Court, if he, at tlie same time, accompanies 
the proof with a survey certified and approved by 
the Surveyor General of California. That the At- 
torney General has a certain supervisory control 
over the investigation of tliese California land claims, 
while the contest upon them is between the United 
States and the Mexican grantees; but, lieyond this, 
persons claiming titles adverse to the patentees, 
must resort to the proper courts of the State. 

During the week ei.ding Saturday, inclusive, the 
Postmaster General has signed drafts for the pay of 
mail contractors to an amount of at least one miilion 
dollars, which has already been drawn from the 
Treasury.

The New York Tribune of Saturday says: 

The necessities of the holders of stork* force them in 
large amounts on th- market for cash while the new bank- 
ruptcies of companies and the jiassing of dividends depress t 
not only the stocks of these romp.mit s. but uufavorably 
influence others. Good and bad fall together uuder the 
pressure to sell and the scarcity of money with which to 
buy. It will be seen that Hartford and New Haven, whieii 
■M always been considered one of the best, if not the best 
managed and safest roads in the I'uited States, aud which I 
is almost entirely in the hands ot capitalist, thestoek here- 
tofore rangiug at nbuut HL sold to-day at par. Delaware 
and Hudson, another stock, with no floating debt, and 
which ba* always commanded a larne premium, sold at 116. 
Cleveland. Columbus, and Cincinnati, 71. This, road has 
always paid 10 V cent, and owes practically no floating 
or funded debt, the bonds havinr been converted into 
stock, with the exception of some $50,000. Hank stocks 
are dull aud lower. American Exchange sold at <>", Bank 
of America !I4, Park 70, Corn Exchange 75, Merchants 
9-2, &c. 

There U rather more disposition shown to huv St-rling 
Exchange at the very low figures ruling, and we hear that 
a bank has made some purchases with the intention of im- 
porting the proceeds in gold. One of the most serious ob- 
stacles to a recovery from the present monetary revulsion 
is this disarrangement of the Exchange. There are large 
orders here lioth for produce aud stocks, and the export 
movement in produce would be very large and strength 'n« 
iug if any vent could be tound for the bills drawn against 
shipments. Cargo's are now lying at our wharves ready 
for departure, which :ire detaiued from the impossibility of 
negotiating the exchange given for advances. It is of the 
highest imiiortanec that some measures should be adopted 
to relieve this state of things. Sucti relief would give an 
immediate and active Impafci to the movement of produce 
outward and from the Waal to the seaboard, set the rail- 
road* and cai.al- at work, open a market for the farmer, 
enable the interior merchant to pay his New York credit- 
ors, and diffuse confidence throughout the financial circles. 
We do not assume that the only reiief we need is a market 
for exchanges, but we assert that such a movement world 
do more to lift us out of our present difficulties than twice 
the amount of aid afforded iu any other way. 

The feeling in the street is decidedly apprehensive to-day. 
The importuut failures announced her. , folio* ing upon 
that of Lawrence, Stone, & Co., of Boston, created fears 
that we have not yet experienced the worst or the storm. 
The effect of these failures is to embarracs still more the 
negotiation of pap. r. aud to alarm capitalists iuto hoarding 
their money. The failures to-day iuolude the highly im- 
portant and wealthy house of P. Choteau, jr., & Co., of 
tldscity. This is a fur house, with connections at St. Loui-, 
and is one of the oldest houses in the country. The -'Co." 
was Mr. J. F. A. Sauford, who died last •uuiracr. The im- 
mediate cause of this eu*i>eu*lon is understood to be opera- 
tions in wool, and the impossibility of uccofating exchange. 
The house has made an assignment to Mr. U. A. Murdoch 
aud the confidential clerk of the house. Of the very large 
interest iu the Illinois Central K lilroad held by Choteau & 
( o., 5,000 shares have beeu transferred to Mr. QeefH IVa- 
body, of Loudon, and none of it, we understand, will come 
upon the market. Tiie "Iron" house of P. Choteau. jr., 
Sanford, .\c Co.. No. Li Nassau street, will not suspend. This 
house consists of Mr. Cboteau^Mr. Sanford. and Mr. II. A. 
Murdoek. and it--« asset* and business have always b^-en kept 
entirely distinct from those of the fur concern. 

The Chicago Press, of Monday, has the follow- 
ing: 

The bankers are making advances, on produce, but the 
margin required to be put up by shipper* is lart'c and in 
this matter they are moving with great caution. Oue of 
our bankers said to us to-day that he had plenty of cur- 
rency to buy all the produce that might offer, but, of 
course', on the terms above referred to. 

Gold is excessively so *rce and dear. There are r.o fixed 
rate* for ordinary currency. Ten per cent, premium are 
the lowest figure*, and at these rate* it can only be ob- 
tained in small quantities of some of the brokers. Most of 
them refuse to sell at any price, aud all ihe regular banks 
do the same.

ARRIVAL OF THE CITY OF WASHINGTON. 

New York, Oct. 6. 
The steamer City of Washington arrived at 93* 
o'clock this morning, with Liverpool dates s» tue 
-'3d ult. 

Her general advices were anticipated by the An- 
l;1o Saxon, which arrived yesterday at Quebec, but 
she furnishes interesting details and the following 
further information: 

The East India Company had declined the proffer 
of the European-American Steam Company for ves- 
sels to convey troops to India by the overland route. 

Lord Elgin had brought to Calcutta 1,700 troops, 
who were to proceed up the Ganges forthwith. Fie 
proposed to take some native regiments to China, 
where they would be more trustworthv than in 
India. 

General Neill, who was in command at Cawnpore, 
int eoinpelling tbe high caste of Brahmins to rise. 
The European soldiers are accelarating their move- 
ments with the cat and then hanging them. 

A letter to the Pari* Tatrie says that Neona Sahib, 
who was reported to have committed suicide, was 
marching upon Lucknow with 15,000 men, and was 
four days ahead of Gen. Havelock. Fort Lucknow 
was deemed impregnable. 

After the tight between Caunt and Langham for 
the championship of England of an hour aud forty 
minutes, darkness came on and the fight was drawn.

Harrisburg, Oct. 6. 
The Governor's message to the special session of 
the Legislature states that the sudden and severe 
financial revulsion which had occurred, inducing a 
suspension of specie payments by the banks iu this 
and some other States, however much to be regret- 
ted and deplored, was unavoidable. The present 
exigency requires an early convocation of the Legis- 
lature to protect the interests of the Commonwealth 
and people. The bauks should be released from 
penalties and forfeitures incurred by suspension of 
specie payments, and such suspension be authorized 
f >r a reasonable time, so as to enable them safely 
to resume. To force the bauks into earlv liquida- 
tion would compel them to require immediate pay- 
ments from debtors, and entail upon the communi- 
ty the miseries of a wide-spread bankruptcy and 
ruin, while an unreasonable extension of the unnat- 
ural state of a suspension would greatly iucrease 
the evils of the irredeemable paper currency. A re- 
sumption of specie payments should not be postponed 
longer than necessary. 

I herefore he recommends that the bank, which 
ma\ be relieved from the penalties upon such sus- 
pensions by the existing law, should make a satis- 
factory arrangement with the State Treasurer, by 
which he will be enabled to convert the current 
funds in the treasury and the balances standing to 
his credit in any solvent lianks insto specie as soon 
as necessary for the payment of the funded debt;" 
that the solvent banks, which paid specie for all 
their liabilities immediately prior to the late general 
suspension, be required, under limitations and re- 
strictions, to receive the notes of each other contin- 
uing solvent, at par in payment of all debts. The 
banks, on assuming specie payments, to be relieved 
from this condition. For the relief of debtors, a 
provision should lie made for an extension of time, 
on executions on judgments. An issue of relief 
notes of small denominations should not now lie 
authorized, nor should the banks, during the sus- 
pension, be permitted to declare dividends exceed- 
ing (3 per cent, per annum. 

He lielieves the moneyed institutions of the State 
are in a sound aud solvent condition, and if the 
measures suggested be adopted all will be made 
right. In the House, before the reading of the mes- 
sage, a resolution was offered requiring the banks to 
remit an account concerning their condition ere the 
Legislature had debated upon after reading the 
message. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 6. 
At the meeting at the Merchants' Exchange yes- 
terday to consider the currency question, Mr. Hen- 
ry. Bank Commissioner of Illinois, made a state- 
ment of the condition of the banks of that State, 
which was generally regarded as satisfactory. A 
committee was appointed to report on the subject to 
a^meeting to be convened this'afternoon. The meet- 
ing adjourned without coming to a definite conclu- 
sion. The vote on receiving the Illinois currency 
at par stood a tie. 

Previous to adjournment a resolution was passed 
to petition the Legislature to issue no more bonds at 
present, and create a sinking fund for the payment 
of the interest on those already issued. 

Another meeting wild be held at the Exchange to- 
day. 

Tiie suspension of Lucas & Co. created no excite- 
ment. The assets are ten times greater than the lia- 
bilities.

Retklb&s Ascension.— Prof. Marion, the UUoon- 
ist, made an ascension from the National Garden, 
Albany, veaterday afternoon. He had previously 
made threw unsuccessful attempts to go up from that 
city. At five o'clock, the time advertised for his 
-ascension, his balloon was only partially tilled with 
gas, owing to the insufficiency of the volume through 
the pipes. Determined to redeem bis promise, how- 
ever, if possib.'e, he got into the car, threw out his 
ballast, and ascended to the branches of an adjacent 
tree, where his balloon was caught and torn some- 
what, and he descended. The rip was at once sewed 
up, and a little more gas let in through t he throttle, 
when the Professor, considerably excited, as he al- 
ways h about the time of an ascension, expressed 
his determination to go ap at a'l hazards. Cutting 
off the ropes which held his wicker car, he tied them 
in a single knot under the balloon, and, climbing in 
among them, seated himself upon this knot, and in 
that manner went, up, without either car or ballast; 
with no means of regulating his ascent or guarding 
against a sudden descent. When he was about two 
hundred feet above the ground, the knot seemed to 
turn under him, and be lurched forward so far that 

: his cap fell off. His death seemed inevitable; but, 
clinging to the ropes, he recovered himself, and the 
ascent, so far as could be seen, passed off without 
accident. The balloon took a northeasterly course, 
and was seen from this city about six o'clock. It was 
rumored this morning that the Professor liad landed 
some two miles back of our County House, and, hav- 
ing no ballast to regulate bis descent, had been pret- 
ty badly bruised.

HARVKSTrxG Corn.— There is much corn that 
from the lateneas of the season will be liable to be 
iajured bv the frost unlew we are unusually f..\ore.l 
by a very warm fall season. A frost hard enon;;h to 
kill the blades does the com much more injur- tb in 
is apparent; the fjraios will I* li*ht and cliffy, aud 
will lack nourishmant to such a deirree that if badly 
fr ?-ted it wHl require double the qnautity to make 
• ;x>und of pork. 

To avoid this, the safest method is to cut up and 
shock the corn, as by this process the {rrain continues 
to be nourished by the juice* of the stalk, and is in 
a £reat measure protected from the fro^t. The fod- 
der will amply repay the labor of .cutting up. and a 
much larger amount of good manure may lie made. 
Where the corn U fully mature in the field l>efore the 
autuiuu frost may be expected, and v here the rough 
food and manure are not considered an equivalent for 
the lalwr of cutting tip, it may be allowed to remain 
till the usual gathering time, but not so by any 
i safely if the com is not well ripened.

If dry weather ensues, a pailful of 
water may I* given to each tree, and the soil around 
the tree could i>e then sligl.tly earthed over to pre- 
vent evaporation. If hot and dry weather succeed 
during the season, then mulch with coarse straw 
manure, which is best, or straw, hay, leaves, &c.

Harvesting Corn — Com is one of our most im- 
portant crops, and we fear its value is not properly 
understood. All great and common blessings are 
apt to lie undervalued. According to the census of 
I 1850, the corn crop of the I'niied States in 1HVJ was 
I 591,580,053 bushels, and the wheat crop of the same 
' year 104,799. 230 bushels. Since that ti«oe the 
; increase, we think, has beeu in favor of com, for the 
destruction cf wheat by the midge, in some of the 
, best wheat-growing district", Las tended to discour- 
age its growth and increase that of com. Com is 
one of our most valuable staples for export, and is 
the basis of the immense quantities of beef and perk 
made in the rural districts, and, finding its way to 
j our populous cities, feeds the hungry and nou- 
( producing millions, supplies the army and navy of 
' our own country, and is found in the market's of 
Europe. Its value, however, is not to be cik-dlatcd 
by dollars and cents. It seems to have tieen < reated 
and especially adapted to the wants of this country. 
! As soon as the forest trees are cut down corn is 
planted by the pioneer settler, and it grows luxu- 
riantly among the roots and stumps, furnishing a 
healthy and abundant support both for "man and 
j beast." The prairies, as soon as "broken up," are 
i planted generally with corn, and this "sod corn," as 
j it is called, in almut three months, yields a crop that 
pays for "breaking," gives a good store of bread for 
family support, fodder for cattle, and a good surplus 
; for sale, with the proceeds of which fencing and 
other improvements may be made. Corn is em- 
I phatical'y the poor man's crop.

Sccua and thk Sow ; in m. — We have received 
from l>r. A. A. Hayes the following abstract of an 
interesting paper read by him on the above subject 
liefore the Scientiiie Association at Montreal: 

So rapidly has chemical science progressed of 
late, that 'he term "sugar" has now become a gen- 
eric name for a class of liodies wnh the most mark- 
ed diversities of sensible characters and composition. 
We have sugars which are sweet, others which are 
slightly sweet, and some destitute of sweetness; 
some :;re fermentable, others do not undergo this 
change: some are fluid, more are solid. 

Adopting MM sugar tis the most important kind 
from certain inherent qualities, we lind its sources 
abundant, but not numerous. So far as observation 
has extended, its production by a plant is definite; a 
change of locality, even when accompanied by a 
marked change in tha habit of the plant, does not 
alter essentially the nature of the sugar it produces. 
Thus the cane of I/misiana rarely matures and is an 
annual, while in the soli aud climate of Cuba it en- 
joys a life of thirty or even sixty years. The juice 
of our southern plant always contains more soluble 
alkaline and earthy salts than is found in the cane 
of Cuba, but its sugar is secreted as cane sugar. 
The juice of the sugar beet, of watermelons, and a 
large numlier of tropical fruits, the sap of the ma- 
ple and date palm, r.ttbrd caue sugar. In these 
juices and sap, when c ucentrated by desiccation in 
the cells of the plants, it always appears in regular, 
brilliant crystals, of a prinutifl form, clear and 
colorless; distinctly indicating a vital force in the 
plant, separating it from other proximate principles 
aud leaving it in its assigned place pure. 

The class of sugars next in importance includes, 
under the general term glucone, a numlier of sugars 
having varied characters, which should lie separate- 
ly grouped. Among them arc the sugars of fruits, 
seeds, ar.d grasses; those produced in the animal 
system, and the artificial sugars made from starch, 
grains, and sawdu-f. The varieties of glucose are 
both solid and semi-fluid. When solid thf organ- 
ic tendency to rounded surfaces is generally seen. 
The semi-fluid forms often manifest a disposition to 
Income solid ou cxpo'itre to the air. nnd they then 
experience a molecular change, which produces cry- 
stals having new relations to polarized light and 
different physical and chemical characters. 

Individuals of the data are easily distinguished 
from each other, and moit clearly a..d rem irkably 
from cine sugar. The plants producing the natural 
glucose sugars mature their eell3 as perfectly as 
those producing cane sugar, ard the secretion" can 
be found as disrjnciy isolated from other principles 
as cane sugar is even w hen tho glucose is seini-tluid. 
Hence we are able to determine by microscopical 
oliservation*, aided by chemical tests, the presence 
and kind of sugar in the tissues or sap, of a plant, 
often a ithout incurring the risk of a change of pro- 
perties through the chemical me..ns adopted for 
I withdrawing the sugar. The Sory/mm ndgare, or 
j saccharatum, lielongs to the trilie including grasses, 
j The unsucesi.ful attempts made to crystallize sugar 
j from the juice of the Sorghum, produced iu diff'er- 
I ent climates of our country last >ear, indicated that 
it contained no MM sugar, or that the presence of 
some detriment al matter in the expressed juice de- 
stroyed the crystal !iz».ble character of cane sugar. 
My observations coinmencei after I had obtained 
several specimens of the Sc-.ghum. and have l>een 
continued on the setui-tluid suj ar, likewise from dif- 
ferent parts of the United States, with uniform 
results. 

When a recent shaving of the partially dried pith 
of the matured stalks of the Sorghum is examined 
by the micro -cope, we observe tne sugar cells filled 
with -.;ini-!!uid sugar. After exposure to air it is 
often possible to distinguish some crystalline forms 
iu tl.e fluid sugar. These grain', afrer tieing wash- 
ed. eMM 'o present a clear crystalline character, 
and have, the hard iier'3 and ir-nfa 1 apjiearaiice of j 
dry fri'.t sugar.
